sin, and that the “ wages of sin is 
death.” 
In other word*, the apostle is 
speaking of God's arrangement. 
God 
lias promised eternal life only to the 
righteous. Gods law makes no allow­ 
ance for sin, hut condemns it and de­ 
clares that all unrighteousness is sin. 
This is the basis of the apostle's state­ 
ment, that a righteous person could he 
no more than saved under the divine 
law. Ile could not say as some teach, 
vLord, I have done more than was re- 
ofrirod of me; I have been more than 
r!g#A^ous; on the score of my right­ 
eousness I could claim your promise of 
eternalLiffc. hut having I teen more than 
merely righteous I have a reserve of 
merit which I can apply for others to 
bring them up to the standard of 
righteousness. 
From this standpoint 
the apostle's word* are very clear and 
we see nt’once the meaning of the lat­ 
ter clause. 
His thought is that if the 
divine law has provided eternal lift' 
for only those who are absolutely per­ 
fect in God’s sight, what show would 
there be for any sinner condemned for 
either many or f#w transgressions, and 
where would the ungodly, who fail to 
recognise their responsibility to their 
Maktt\ appear; what hope would they 
have?

Conscious of the purpose with which the proffer is made, this government 
does not feel at liberty to decline it. 
Its own chief interest 
is

peace of America, the cordial intercourse of her republics and their peo­ 
ple and the happiness and prosperity which can spring only out of a frank 
and mutual understanding and friendship which is created by a common 
purpose. 
Your generous offer is therefore accepted. 
“ This government hopes most earnestly you may find those who w ill 
speak for the several elements of the Mexican people and who will be w ill­ 
ing to discuss terms of a satisfactory 
and

lf you find them willing we w ill be glad to take up with you for

It is, of course, possible that some act of ag­ 
gression on the part of those who control, the m ilitary forces of Mexico

Jr., last night issued a state­ 
ment defining the position he. as a 
director of the Colorado 
Fuel 
and 
Iron company, had taken in regard to 
the mine strike now in progress in 
that state which has cost the lives of 
many men, women and children and 
caused large property loss. 
The statem ent in full, which wras 
given out after Mr. Rockefeller and 
his personal attorney, Starr J. Mur­ 
phy, had worked over it all afternoon, 
is as follows:rf 
In view of the inaccurate accounts 
which have appeared in the Dress re­ 
garding my interview’ wdth Congress­ 
man Foster, chairman of the commit­ 
tee on mines and mining, I think it 
proper to make the following state­ 
ment: 
In that interview’, at which S tarr J. 
Murphy, one of the directors of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company, w’as 
present, we pointed out to Dr. Foster 
that of the many coal companies in 
1he southern part of 
Colorado 
we 
were interested solely and as minor­ 
ity sto ck h o ld er in the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company, 
which 
controls 
only about one-third of the output of 
that state. 
After a long and fall dis­ 
cussion of the question in all its as­ 
pects Dr. Foster was unable to make 
any suggestion which did not involve 
Hie unionizing of the mines or the 
submission of that question to arbi­ 
tration. 
We stated to him that if the 
employes of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company had 
any 
grievances, 
we felt sure the officers of the com­ 
pany would be willing now’, as they 
have always been iii the rust, to 
make every effort to adjust them sat­ 
isfactorily. 
We showed the doctor 
that all of the points which are claim­ 
ed to be at issue, with the exception 
of unionizing the camps, the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron convally had volun­ 
tarily granted to its employes long 
before the strike was called 
talked 
of. 
These i>oints are: 
Points Won by Strikers. 
First, the eight-hour day. 
Second, semi-monthly pay. 
Third, check weighman. 
\ 
Fourth, company stores. 
The store 
keepers are under strict instructions 
to say to all that they are at liberty 
to trade where they please. 
Fifth, wages. 
In spite of the fact 
that no dividends have been paid on 
Hie common stock since our connect 
tion with it—a m atter of at least ten 
or twelve years—and only $780,000 
has been paid on the preferred stock, 
of which the greater portion repre­ 
sented paym ent on account of an ac­ 
crued dividend which 
had 
accumu­ 
lated during many years, the com­ 
pany voluntarily increased the wages 
of 
its 
miners last year by a total 
amounting to $300,000 a year and of 
its employes by a total of $2JO,OOO a 
year. 
The wage scales compares fa­ 
vorably with th at 
of 
any 
similar 
mines, w hether union or non-union, in 
any part of the country. 
In addition to the above the only 
m atter which has been raised by the 
union is the unionizing of the com­ 
pany's camp. 
On this question of the 
open shop, namely, the right r f every 
American citizen to work on term s 
satisfactory to himself, without se­ 
curing the consent of the union, I re­ 
iterated to Dr. Foster what I said in 
my examination before the comm it ee 
on mines and mining in W ashington 
a few* weeks ago—that we regarded 
this as a m atter of principle which 
could not be arbitrated. 


Demands Federal Action. 
In reply to his request for some 
suggestion as to how the strike could 
be terminated, we said to Dr. Foster 
that if the president would make a 
public statem ent 
that 
the 
federal 
troops were being sent to Colorado 


for tile purpose of enforcing obedi­ 
ence to the law and securing to every 
citizen the right guaranteed to him 
by the constitution to Le protected in 
his 
life 
and 
liberty, . whether 
he 
chooses to work as a me mber of a 
union or not—it would go fa” to te r­ 
minate 
the 
deplorable 
conditions 
which now’ exist. 
The only point at issue so far as 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron company 
is concerned is th at of unionizing and 
unionizing at the behest, not of em­ 
ployes, less than IO per cent of whom 
were union men, but at the demand 
of an outside body. 
This, as I have 
said, is a m atter of principle to which 
we could not accede or arbitrate. 
W e do not question the right of 
any workmen 
to 
freely 
associate 
themselves in unions for the further­ 
ance of their common and legitimate 
interests, but we do assert the equal 
right of an individual to work inde­ 
pendently of a union if he so elects. 
We are contending against the rights 
of unions to impose themselves upon 
an industry by force, by assault and 
murder, and not against the right of 
men to organize 
for 
their 
mutual 
benefit. 


Public Docs Not Understand. 
The impression has been created 
that if we would agree to subm it to 
the unionizing of the camps of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company ibis 
entire trouble would be ended. 
The 
public generally does not 
seem 
to 
consider w hether or not this is a 
right or fair demand, and in the in­ 
terest of the employes of the com­ 
pany as a whole. 
W hat woald be­ 
come of the great majority 
of 
its 
workers were such surrender to be 
made? 
All of its loyal non-union em­ 
ployes. numbering several thousand, 
more than 90 per cent of the total 
number employed in the mines, who 
have been faithful and true to its in­ 
terests, would be thrown out of em­ 
ployment, unless w illing to subimt as 
individuals to union dictation. 
Is the 
spirit of American fair play which is 
asking such ruthless disregard of the 
interests of honest men, or is it the 
spirit of partisanship and self seek­ 
ing? 
But the issue is not one of merely 
local importance. 
It 
affects 
every 
working man throughout 
the 
land. 
The fact th a t labor unions represent 
but a very small minority 
of 
the 
workers of the entire country seems 
to be lost sight of by those who urge 
the termination of this local diffi­ 
culty at the price of surrender to 
union domination. 
Surely, no think­ 
ing man can ask, much less expect, 
that we will abandon our own em­ 
ployes and the cause of the workers 
of the entire country because vio­ 
lence a n d . wholesale 
slaughter 
are 
brought about by an element wbicu 
has come to regard itself as above 
and beyond the reach of the law. 
Pleads for Non-Union Worker. 
Are the labor unions, representing 
a small minority of the workers of 
the country, to he sustained in their 
disregard of the Inalienable right of 
every American citizen to work with­ 
out interference whether lie be a 
union or non-union man? 
Surely the 
vast num ber of 
American 
citizens 
will, without fear or favor, stand for 
even-handed justice under the consti- 
tutlon and equal rights for every cit­ 
izen. 
But there is a final aspect of ibis 
% 
grave m atter, which deserves more 
than all else the attention of the 
American public in this crisis; whe­ 
ther the Colorado Fuel and Iron com­ 
pany and the other operators have 
been wholly free from blame or not 
in the present controversy, tho issue 
now to be decided is whether the 
state, or, failing the state, the nation, 
shall make good the constitutional 
guarantee of law’ and order. 
At the 
present moment in 
Colorado 
funds 
are being openly raised and citizens 
are 
being 
armed with the avowed 
purpose of resisting the authorities 
of the state. 
Since that issue of re­ 
sistance to constituted authority is 
raised, it is unthinkable that the Col­ 
orado Fuel and Iron company or any 
of the companies operating 
in 
the 
state should be asked to view its po­ 
sition on a preliminary and now’ ex­ 
traneous m atter of dispute, as the 
price of securing the withdrawal of 
forces arm ed to combat their own 
government.

and Mexico

with tho United States?" 
“Yes, sir."

“Have your relations with that na- 
t :on been pleasant or otherwise " 
“Well we had a little 
spat about 
ten years ago.” 
Then counsel for the United States 
would examine the record and would 
fn d that, as recently as 1904, 
his 
client was on the verge of war with 
Chile over an issue of intervention. 
Chile then was in the throes of civil 
v ar, much as Mexico is 
now. 
WTe 
sent a battleship into Chilean w at­ 
ers, which led to tho “Baltimore af­ 
fair.” 
Then 
some Chilean refugees 
sought asylum in the United States 
legation, and our 
m inister declined 
to surrender them on demand. 
Sub­ 
jects of European powers 
were 
in 
danger. 
There was a demand from 
the old world that the United States 
m aintain order or forsw ear its Mon­ 
roe doctrine. About this tim e the New 
York Evening Sun said editorially: 
“If we could pick 
a quarrel with 
some nation th at would not be con­ 
tem ptible as an 
antagonist, 
tional benefit to this country would 
be enormous. Patriotic feeling would 
be promoted, the commercial spirit 
would no longer be so distinctly in 
the ascendant, 
foreign 
im m igrants 
would be entirely absorbed by fight­ 
ing with a common enemy, and then* 
would follow a larger and nobler na­ 
tional character, a higher and more 
unselfish intellectual life. 
The only 
things against war are that we can 
not 'find an enemy big enough for us 
willing to fight, and th at there would 
be a big bill to pay, inculding 
the 
pensions” 
And now this little republic, which 
we despised as an antagonist in 1904,' 
is to arbitrate our quarrel with Hu­ 
e rta in 1914. But a nation’s memory 
is short.

there will have 
been 
an estim ated 
gain of over 7,000,000 persons in a 
W tle more than four years. The cor- 
responding estim ated 
population of 
continental United States for July I, 
1914, is 98,781,324, as compared with 
the population of 91,972,266, as re­ 
turned by enum erators April 15, 1910. 
This bulletin also presents the esti­ 
m ates of population 
in 
1910, 1911,

Herrera to Head Army in Attack on 
Saltillo— Rendezvous for Defeat­ 
ed Torreon. Monterey and 
Other Forces. 


El Paso. Texas, May I.—W hile Gen. 


Carranza has not replied officially to 


the proposition of the South Ameri­ 


can mediators for a federal-rebel arm ­ 


istice, his answ er is said by officials 


here to be plainly forecast in orders 


promulgated yesterday for a concen­ 


trated attack on Tampico. 
The federal gunboats and the land 
defenses of Tampico have proved too 
big a task for the troops of Gens, 
Caballero and Gonzales, and orders 
were issued yesterday for the mobili­ 
zation of 12.000 troops from the states 
of Coahuila, Tamaulipas and Nuevo 
Loon. 
It is reported also that Gen. 
Francisco Villa, the first soldier of 
the revolution, will lead the attack. 
Monclovio Herrera, whose fame as 
a fighter has grown immensely dur­ 
ing recent campaigns, if present plans 
prevail, will head the assault on Sal­ 
tillo. w'here the rem nants of the fed­ 
eral forces from Torreon. Monterey 
and other places captured by the reb­ 
els are gathered. 
Rafael E. Miisquiz, a son-in-law: of 
Gen. Carranza and a leader of the 
junta here, is among the authorities 
for the declaration th a t the armistice 
in Northern Mexico is impossible. 
Ii was rumored in connection With 
the proposal that acceptance bf the 
I reposition would have to carry with 
it some form of recognition of bel­ 
ligerency of the rebels, but General 
( arranza is said to 
have comment­ 
ed that he did not care to attain it 
iii th at way, as it 
was 
bound 
to 
come in due time with the complete 
victory of his forces. 
Many of the troops 
counted upon 
tr. take part in the m ovement against 
Saltillo already are in the field. Gen­ 
era Fertinando Cost already has 4,000 
mon operating south of Saltillo. 
The investment 
of 
Saltillo will 
mark the attack by th e constitution­ 
alists on the “second line of defense 
cf the federals.” Torreon, San Pe­ 
dro and Monterey already have fall­ 
en into their hands. 
The federal 
garrison 
at Saltillo 
originally consisted of 2,200 men, but 
the fugitives from the rem nants of 
Velasco’s Torreon arm y and Die flee­ 
ing garrison of M onterey have 
in­ 
creased that force to 10.000. 
The present line of federal defense 
runs through Zacatecas, Saltillo and 
Tampico. Zacatecas 
already 
is 
in­ 
vested by General 
N atera. 
who is 
said to have the federal garrison ef­ 
fectively bottled.
